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CUTTONSELD CAKE ACTIVE. 

While the demand for cottonseed oil 
has been large and the business gener- 
ally satisfactory, the increased move- 
ment of cottonseed cake and meal has 
not attracted so much attention, al- 
though at the South the unusual de- 
mand, especially at this season of the 
year, has caused considerable comment, 
some of the mills being saved from 
loss by the free outlet for their cake 
and meal at what may be called high 
prices, while others have been able to 
make a far better showing than they 
were led to expect, owing in many 


. cases to the low grade of oil, especially 


along the Mississippi Valley. It appears 
that while the export demand has been 
good throughout the year, it has of late 
increased to an extent which has left 
small supplies in possession of the mills, 
and even cake of inferior quality has 
been readily taken for export at full 
prices. The principal demand at pres- 
ent is from Denmark, where cattle feed 
is apparently in abnormally light sup- 
ply. Large quantities have been placed 
at $20 per ton, and the buyers do not 
appear to be critical as to quality. Nor 
is this active demand merely tempo- 
rary, as there are buyers for large 
quantities for delivery during the re- 
maining months of the year and 
large sales have been made of new 
crop seed cake for shipment during Oc- 
tober, November and December, and as 
these have been made at or near $20 
per ton, it is probable prices will be 
maintained on a fair basis. 

While the export demand has been 
principally for cake, there has, of late, 
been considerable increase in the sales 
of meal to Eastern consumers, the sales 
during the past few weeks having been 
very large, the prices realized being

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THE JULY BARK S\LE. 

The cinchona bark sale in Amster- 
dam on Thursday last was punctuated 
with no unusual activity, and might be 
truly termed an uninteresting event, so 
far as it alone was concerned, As was 
expected by the Reporter, the unit did 
not quite reach the 8%4 Dutch cents 
realized at the June sale, the figure 
this month being 7 6-10 Dutch cents, as 
indicated by our cables with reference 
to the matter, which read: 

Amsterdam, July 13, 1899. 

At to-day’s sale of cinchona bark, 
ninety-five per cent. of the offerings 
was sold at an average price per unit 
of 7 6-10 Dutch cents per % kilo. 

Amsterdam, July 13, 1899. 

The sales went off at a unit of about 
7% Dutch cents per % kilo., and nearly 
the whole quantity was sold. 

The effect of the sale on the price of 
quinine sulphate is expected to be that 
the price will be lowered by two or 
three cents, The depreciation in the 
price of bark is probably due to the 
fact that the shipments from Java, 
having been slightly larger during the 
last month or two, have eased the mar- 
ket for that product. The total ship- 
ments for the first half of the year are 
also in excess of those for the first six 
months of 1898. Although the differ- 
between the shipments of June, 
1899, and those of the preceding month 
was not much in itself, it must be re- 
membered that bark has steadily de- 
clined for the last two or three sales 
with no corresponding reduction in 
manufacturers’ prices for the sulphate. 
The time seems to have come for the 
quinine makers to take some action 
tending to place the price of their pro- 
duct more on a parity with the value of 
the raw material. The present gulf be- 
tween the values of the two articles is 
by no means of wide dimensions, and 
whatever reduction is made in the price 
of quinine will not exceed two or three 
cents at the outside. No violent drop 
in the monetary value of either bark 
or sulphate can be reasonable looked 
for this year, unless bark shipments 
from Java suddenly become enormous, 
or unless the consumption of quinine 
sulphate is greatly lessened. 

The situation is interesting at this 
time, however, in view of the news that 
emanates from Java, and which we 
published a week or two ago, with ref- 
erence to the establishment of a bark 
market at Batavia, for the sale of the 
output of the island. If this arrange- 
ment is effected, Amsterdam will event- 
ually be superseded as the principal 
distributing market on cinchona,

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PEPPERMINT MOVING 


OIL 
UPWARD. 


The Reporter pointed out in its issue 
of May 1 that the monetary value of oil 
peppermint was then at its lowest ebb, 
and that an upward price movement 
was visible on the horizon. During the 
interim between that date and the pres- 
ent time, we have had two advances in 
the price of peppermint oil, while more 
appreciation is evidently in the course 
of materlalization. Two and one-half 
months ago, that is, at the beginning of 
May, no one expected that oil pepper- 
mint would be higher in price to-day 
than it was then. The most liberal 
prophets were then imbued with the 
idea that nothing in the way of an al; 
vance would occur until well on into 
the Fall. True, the Spring sowings of 
peppermint in the West this year were 
very small, and all dealers and distillers 
in that part of the country had virtually 
withdrawn from the market, firmly be- 
lieving in higher values in the future. 
But it was thought that the heavy 
stocks possessed by the New York es- 
sential oil men, although every pound 
of the oil was In exceptionally strong 
nands, would retard any decided upward 
movement during the summer months, 
even if it did not wholly check it. 

The scene, however, has somewhat 
changed. The discouraging crop reports 
from the West have been confirmed and 
reiterated, until their verity ts now fully 
granted at this end of the line. Some 
farmers only planted a couple of acres 
of peppermint last Spring, or simply 
enough for next year’s sowings, should 
they then conclude that the 19v0 distilla- 
tion would be a money making one. In 
addition to the fact that this year's 
acreage is decidedly limited, our cor- 
respondents in Michigan recently ad- 
vised us that two evils—cut worms andi 
dry weather—bade fair to still further 
decimate the 1899 distillation, Just what 
extent of damage has been caused 
through these two agencies, we are not 
prepared to say, but we are inclined to 
give credence to the statements we have 
received from the West that some dam- 
age has been thereby inflicted. 

The future course of the price of oil 
peppermint will undoubtedly be an up- 
ward cne. The buylng which was the 
direct cause of the recent advances was, 
we understand, principally for export. 
With reference to the prospective out- 
turn of English peppermint oil this sea- 
son, and also with regard to the prob- 
able available supplies in Europe of 
Japanese oil there is nothing in the sit- 
uation that can be taken as an indica- 
tion that the export demand for Ameri- 
can oil will show any falling off in the 
next six to twelve months; and at 
least a normal domestic consumption 
can reasonably be anticipated, the 
strong statistical position is unimpaired 
except insofar as the large stocks of old 
oil in the hands of New York dealers 
are concerned.

JUNE PEPROLFUM STATISTICS, 


The reports of the pipe line compa- 
nies, giving the receipts and deliveries 
of petroleum during the month of June 
and the stocks on hand at the close of 
the month,. do not show a radical 
change in the _ statistical situation, 
there having been a decrease in both 
the amount of runs and_ deliveries 
and a decrease in stocks of over 160,000 
barrels. The decrease in stocks is not 
so large as to in itself affect the situa- 
tion, but the drain has now been going 
on for months, and the decrease since 
the beginning of the year has exceeded 
1,300,000 barrels, the total being now but 
little more than 25,400,000 barrels. The 
importance of the continued decrease in| 
stocks is due to the failure of the pro-! 
duction to show an increase at a sea- 
son of the year when all the conditions 
are favorable to the active prosecution 
of development operations, and when 
the operators are stimulated to unusual 
efforts by the higher prices realized for 
the product. The export movement 
during the first half of the year has 
been much smaller than during the 
first half of 1898, and as there are no 
new factors to affect our exports and 
the consumption in all parts of the 
world is increasing, it is fair to assume 


as 


of the year will be larger, in which 
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case the stocks will have to be drawn 
upon to a larger extent. While there 
has been no radical change in the sta- 
tistical situation during the past 
month, the failure to increase the pro- 
duction has emphasized the already 
strong position, and caused further ap- 
preciation in the price of the product, 
and the indications for the present 
month do not warrant the expectation 
of an important improvement, while 
the prospects are that the deliveries will 
increase, in which case the stocks will 
be further reduced, and the general 
Situation favor still higher prices, 

The total production during the 
month of June, as represented by pipe 
line receipts was 4,222,967 barrels, 2,740,- 
897 barrels being Pennsylvania oil and 
1,482,070 barrels Ohio oil. As compared 
with the production during May there 
was a decrease of 42,324 barrels. The 
decrease would ordinarily be regarded 
as unimportant, but in view of the 
large number of wells completed dur- 
ing the month, it is significant. The 
deliveries during the past month 
amounted to 4,384,390 barrels, which 
shows a decrease of 76,429 barrels. Of 
the deliveries 2,538,921 barrels were 
Pennsylvania oil and 1,845,469 barrels 
Ohio The stocks in possession of 
the pipe lines at the close of the month 
amounted to 25,404,414 barrels, showing 
a reduction during the month of 169,418 
barreis. The reduction in stocks during 
the past six months amounts to 1,318,231 
barrels, which is an average of 219,705 
barrels per month.

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CHEAP CASCARA SAGRADA 


In connection with the current situa- 
tion of this bark, the following extract 
from an editorial on Cascara Sagrada, 
which we published in this column on 
May 29 last, is interesting as an indica- 
tion of the reliability of the information 
furnished by the Reporter's Oregon 
correspondent, from whose reports our 
views were mainly deduced: 





To revert to the coast, the state of af- 
fairs there seems to betoken an unusu- 
ally large crop, and, owing to the fact 
that many of the gatherers will this sea- 
son kiln-dry their bark, the crop will be 
a factor in the market somewhat earlier 
than usual. The attractive price this 
year seems to have induced a larger num- 
ber of gatherers to undertake the peeling 
of cascara sagrada than usually adopt 
this means of livelihood at this season, 
according to our advices from the coast, 
which are confirmed by wholesalers here, 
who state they are receiving tenders for 
supplies of bark from a large number of 
concerns from whom they had never 
heretofore heard in this connection. 

This increased competition, in conjunc- 
tion with the prospective heavy supplies, 
will undoubtedly bring about lower prices 
for bark. This year’s peeling is at pres- 
ent being offered on the coast for forward 
delivery at three cents per pound, free 
on board the cars there, This figure is, of 
course, for large lots. The freight by rail 
to New York is one dollar per hundred 
pounds. This cost and freight, added to 
the one-quarter or one-half cent per 
pound profit that seems to satisfy some 
dealers here, brings the price current for 
1899 bark to arrive up to from four and 
one-quarter to four and one-half cents, 
at which business could be consummated 
to-day in a large way. In the opinion of 
some who are guided by reports from the 
coast, the three-cent price will not hold 
very long, and two and one-half and even 
two cents are given as conservative esti- 
mates of what 1899 bark will be obtainable 
for at primary sources in a month or two. 
The gatherers, however, are for the pres- 
ent firm in their views, and decline to 
shade three cents. 

Subsequent advices from the coast in 
regard to developments In the gathering 
regions, lead us to believe that we were 
somewhat too conservative in our pre- 
diction as to the future course of the 
price of the bark. The 1899 peeling of 
cascara sagrada will, when full inform- 
ation thereof is available, undoubtedly 
prove to have been a record breaker. 
This is indicated by the following let- 
ters extracted from the drug market 
column of past issues of the Reporter, 
and which we here collate to emphasize 
our price predictions: 

San Francisco, Cal., June 19, 1899. 

My representative who is making his 
headquarters in Albany, Ore., sums up 
the cascara sagrada situation as follows: 

The peel this year will undoubtedly be 
much larger than last season. In some 
sections more than double of last year’s 
peel is expected. Having now covered 
nearly all the principal sections, and get- 
ting from the different sections the esti- 
mate of the peel, I estimate somewhere in 
the neighborhood of 600 tons from the 


main sections alone; besides this, there 
are a good many places from which cas- 
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cara comes in in one, two and five ton 
lots, so that the peel this year is expected 
Everybody has the 
idea that prices will decline, and even the 
storekeepers now do not care to make a 
price for future delivery, preferring to go 
The arrivals have been 
small so far, but now the weather is more 
favorable, and soon the roads will again

THE PROSPECTS FOR EGG 
ALBUMEN. 


The market for egg albumen has been 
uniformly strong for the past year and 
prices have been well maintained at the 
high level which was inaugurated sev- 
eral years ago. The comparatively high 
prices of the past few years were pri- 
marily due to the decreased demand 
for egg yolk for tanning purposes. 
With a decreased outlet for the egg 
yolks the manufacturers of albumen 
have been compelled to ask a higher 
price for the latter product. The pro- 
duction has also been smaller than 
formerly, which has had a tendency tu 
cause higher prices. As is generally 
known, eggs are more plentiful and cost 
less in the spring of the year. It is at 
that season, therefore, that the produc- 
tion of albumen is most active and new 
crop goods, as they are called, generally 
begin to reach the consuming market in 
this country during August. The stock 
of albumen in this country at this sea- 
son is therefore at the lowest point and

The discovery was made in the pro- 
cess of refining the crude oil. Then the 
zinc was deposited, and, as metallic 
flakes, was discovered. The amount of 
lead is small compared to the zinc. 


In 


Oil, either in large or small quanti- 
ties, has been discovered in Ironde- 
quoit, N. Y., by the presence of “oil 
blossoms,” or patches of crude petro- 
leum on the top of the ground, and cov- 
ering a large area. The petroleum has 
gathered in pools there for six or seven 
years, and its presence has just become 
known to an operator from Oil City, 
Pa., who has looked the ground over.

Nearly all 
the wells in that locality got their oil 
in the 100-foot, and it was thought the 
Warner farm test had got it in the 
same formation. It is claimed, how- 
ever, that it got its present production 
in the third sand. A show was ob- 
tained in the 100-foot, but it was cased 
off and drilled down. 


The gusher on the English farm on 
Wilson run, Washington county, O., is 
the most substantial strike since the 
Garner farm well. Flattering offers re- 
fused for the property before the big 
well was drilled in show that the owners 
have unbounded confidence in their 
holdings. It is said $450,000 was the 
figure and, since the gusher was drilled 
in, a refusal to accept was justified. 
From the present outlook it is the best 
undeveloped property in the lower 
Southwest and was acquired with the

Articles of incorporation of the Cy- 
gent Petroleum & Development Co.

The New York Central road has 
placed an order for 18,000 gallons of 
crude oil, to be used for dust allaying 
purposes. The Boston & Albany has 
begun the work of sprinkling its en- 
tire roadbed with oil. Nearly all the 
large roads in the east, after experi- 
menting with crude oil as a means of 
allaying the dust that rises from the 
tracks with the passage of trains, have 
adopted a plan of sprinkling the oil be- 
tween the rails, and so far the results 
have been successful. After the 
treatment the roadbed need only 
sprinkled twice a year, and then with 
only a slight spray. 


The report of operations in the Corsi 
cana, Texas, oil fields shows that dur- 
ing the month of June there were 29 
Wells completed, of which 18 were pro- 
ducers, 10 were dry holes and one was 
a gas well. During the month one well 
Was abandoned. At the beginning of 
July there were 14 wells drilling and 
nine rigs getting ready to drill. The 
showing on July 1st was as follows: 
Producing wells, 403; dry holes, 74; gas 
wells, 6; wells abandoned to date, 21: 
total production is steadily increasing, 
as new producers are added to the list, 
the total product during June being in 
excess of any former month. 


In the Chester Hill shallow sand ter- 
ritory west of Marietta, Morgan county, 
Wheadon & Cameron have drilled in 
their test well on the Bowman farm. It 
flowed and pumped 60 barrels the first 
twenty-four hours. In the same devel- 
opment the Octo Oil Company got a sur- 
prise at its No. 3 on the Milner farm.

Operation of the Bankruptcy Law 


Washington, July 14, 1899. 

Mr. E. C. Brandenburg, in charge of 
bankruptcy matters in the Department 
of Justice, has just returned to Wash 
ington from an extended tour of the 
Northwest having for its object a care- 
ful survey of the operation of the new 
Federal Bankruptcy law which will! 
have been in force just one year on the 
3lst instant. The fact that the first fis- 
cal year since the act took effect has 
just closed and during eleven months 
of which the law was in force as to its 
voluntary provisions made Mr. Bran- 
denburg’s investigation especially time- 
ly and has enabled him to gather some 
valuable data upon which to formulate 
recommendations for submission to 
Congress at the coming session. Some 
of the material gathered will also be 
utilized in the preparation of an address 
which Mr. Brandenburg will deliver be- 
fore the Commercial Law League of 
America which meets at Asbury Park 
on the 24th instant. With regard to his 
observations while on his recent tour 
Mr. Brandenburg said to the Reporter's 
correspondent: 

“During my Western trip it was my con- 
stant effort to get at both sides of the 
question; that is, to view the situation 
from the standpoint of creditor as well as 
debtor, for the only important criticisms 
of the law have proceeded from repre- 
sentatives of the creditor class. With 
this purpose in view I visited not only 
larg cities like Chicago, St. Paul, ete., 
but smaller business communities, such 
as Racine, Wis., and in all these 
places I was careful to question not only 
the Federal referees and the lawyers, but 
those who could be said to speak fairly 
for the plain business man. In Chicago 
I think it is the almost unanimous opin- 
ion that the law is working extremely 
well. Its only critics are those who were 
well protected by elaborate systems of 
their own involving the employment of a 
large staff of attorneys and covering all 
the States, and the few trust companies 
who are dissatisfied with the reduction in 
the schedule of fees made by the new 
law. 

“In the Chicago District Court of Bank- 
ruptcy 1,280 cases were filed between 
Aug. 1, 1898, and July 7, 1899, and of these 
a very considerable proportion were in- 
voluntary proceedings. I had a very in- 
teresting conference with the referee for 
that district, who was much pleased with 
the operation of the law and declared 
that it was an eminent success. As is 
the case of all thoughtful students of the 
law, he had a few recommendations to 
make as the basis of amendments, but 
they were all of a character to commend 
themselves to the real friends of the 
statute. 


“While in Racine I conferred with 
Judge Dodge of the Supreme Court of 
Wisconsin, who served as _ Assistant 
United States Attorney General under 
the last administration. Mr. Dodge was 
thoroughly familiar with the history of 
the long legislative campaign that led 
up to the enactment of the law, and he 
has since observed it with much interest 
and close attention. In discussing desir- 
able amendments Judge Dodge gave it 
as his opinion that there should be no 
change made in the law for the purpose 
of establishing a ratio between the as- 
sets and liabilities of a bankrupt in or- 
der to secure him his discharge, provided 
he has never before sought to take advan-

up everything he had, in Judge Dodge's 
opinion, he should be permitted to secure 
a full discharge in the first instance. 
After a man has once gone into bank- 
ruptcy, however, Judge Dodge indorses 
the proposition that if he desires again to 
take advantage of the law he should be 
ccmpelled to produce assets equal to a 
certain percentage of his liabilities, and i 
find a general unanimity of sentiment on 
this point looking to the drafting of an 
amendment providing the percentage of 
assets to liabilities that must be devel- 
oped to entitle a bankrupt to a second 
discharge. Judge Dodge's opinion on this 
point is based upon references with lead- 
ing commercial lawyers and business men 
of both creditor and debtor class. 

“I was much interested in a statement 
made to me by a prominent railroad ad- 
vertising agent of St. Paul who travels 
over a wide territory and is familiar with 
con.mercial conditions in all parts of the 
Northwest. He assured me the law had 
been a godsend to the people of that sec- 
tion and had operated in a manner that 
was entirely fair to the creditor class. 
He assured me that there were thousands 
of men to-day preparing to enter busi- 
ness, who, but for the passage of the Fed. 
eral law, would never have been able to 
do so. 

“The Secretary of the Chamber of Com- 
merce of St. Paul also made some inter- 
esting statements to me and did not hes- 
itate to declare that with a few munor 
amendments the law should remain per- 
manently upon the statute books. His op- 
portunities for observation have fully ac- 
quainted him with the feeling of the large 
wholesalers and retailers of the entire 
Northwest and his statement is therefore 
significant. He thinks the law has accom- 
plished much more in the first year of its 
enforcement than its friends had dared to 
hope. 

“The longer I study the Federal law the 
more tirmly | become convinced that the 
time has not arrived for any general re- 
casting of its features. Some changes are 
necessary and cannot be made too soon. 
It should be remembered, however, that 
of the large number of petitions in bank- 
ruptcy thus far presented the great bulk 
is of persons who took advantage of the 
State insolvency laws several years ago 
und who are now simply desirous of ob- 
taining a clean bill of health under a 
Federal statute. On this point Referee 
Hotchkiss for the Erie County District of 
New York recently confirmed my estimate 
that 90 per cent. of the petitions in bank- 
ruptcy thus far filed represented failures 
in years that are passed, and added the 
following interesting statement: 

“Some of the petitioners before me 
failed as long as fifteen years ago. The 
average period would, I think, be from 
three to five years ago. The number of 
business failures has of late been much 
smaller than heretofore. It is said that 
the threat of bankruptcy proceedings has 
led creditors to be more lenient, It is 
probably true, also, that increasing pros- 
perity has prevented many commercial 
disasters,’ 

“I think perhaps the most important 
change that is demanded is an amend- 
ment providing that a debtor who secures 
additional credit on false representations 
as to his financial condition shall not only 
be denied a discharge in bankruptcy pro- 
ceedings, but shall be deemed guilty of an 
offense and punished by fine and impris- 
onment, or both. Thus a dishonest man 
will be deterred from deceiving his credit- 
ors by a more important consideration 
than a mere loss of his discharge. Many 
a rogue will turn honest if he sees the 
jail staring him in the face. Referee 
Hotchkiss, who has made a close study of 
the law, says that he has been compelled 
to recommend discharges in two or three 
instances where it seemed to be more 
proper to recommend imprisonments, and 
I quite agree with him, but he also re- 
marks that it is sufficient to say that 
whether a petitioner be a rogue or dishon- 
est, if he failed years ago a creditor who 
has a claim against him has something 
that is worthless, and might as well be 
discharged, for he can protect himself 
from the discharged bankrupt in the fu- 
ture by refusing to extend credit. In this 
connection Mr. Hotchkiss asserts that 
there is no basis for the impression that 
the law is being regarded with distrust 
in commercial circles. It is not pleasant 
to a business man who has been carrying 
as good on his books and credit state- 
ments claims which are uncollectable, to 
receive a notice from a referee in bank- 
ruptcy which tells him that the debtor 
has applied for a discharge of the claim. 
He has no alternative but to cross the 
claim off, and he is apt to feel that he has 
lost that much. The fact is, he lost it 
several years ago. The bankruptcy law 
had nothing to do with it. He should 
blame either his own easy-going credit 
or the business condition which until re- 
cently has made the payment of debts in 
most cases no easy thing. Rather, he 
should in such cases, welcome the notice,

as it indicates that some one who could 
not possibly pay him is being released to 
take part in business again and thereby 
increase his market. 

“Another point which seems to call for 
the very careful consideration of commer- 
cial experts is the question of exemptions. 
As the law now stands, these exemptions 
are regulated by the State statutes with 
the result that in one district practically 
all of the bankrupt’s estate will go to his 
creditors while in another, owing to the 
technical terminology of the statute, the 
debtor may save a very large part of his 
property. I saw a statement a few days 
ago to the effect that a bankrupt in a 
Western town had secured as an exemp- 
tion a large apartment house yielding a 
handsome revenue on the ground that it 
was a homestead. There are probably two 
sides to the question as to whether the 
law should be amended to establish a 
Federal code of exemptions, but I can see 
no sound objections to such a code in view 
of the fact that the Federal Bankruptcy 
statute itself is designed to take the place 
of a patchwork of State laws. 

“Another important point that will re- 
ceive attention at the coming conference 
of the Federal referees as well as of the 
Commercial Law Association is the sched- 
ule of fees provided by the new act. Busi- 
ness men should not regard this move- 
ment in the nature of an onslaught by at- 
torneys and referees. There is so wide a 
ruargin between the schedules of 1867 and 
the new law that a slight increase in the 
fees and commissions should be conceded 
all along the line without the slightest 
risk of absorbing any considerable propor- 
tion of bankrupt estates. Indeed, a slight 
increase in the fees can hardly fail to 
have a beneficial effect as regards the in- 
terest of the beneficiaries of bankrupt es- 
tates. A better class of men will seek 
appointments as referees, more responsi- 
ble parties will be willing to act as trus- 
tees and the entire bankruptcy procedure 
will be conservatized, so to speak, at very 
little additional expense.”’ 

The Executive Committee of the ref- 
erees in bankruptcy of the United 
States has issued a call to meet in con- 
vention at the Chicago Beach Hotel on 
July 25, the objects of the convention 
to be ‘“(1) to listen to addresses and 
special papers prepared by those ex- 
perienced in bankruptcy litigation; (2) 
to discuss topics pertinent to the law 
of bankruptcy and consider conflicting 
decisions; (3) to promote a_ uniform 
method of procedure before the refer- 
ence in the several districts; (4) to rec- 
ommend to the committees in Congress 
such amendments to the law as will 
promote its objects and simplify and 
expedite its administration; and, (5) to 
suggest to the judges such changes in 
the rules as experience has shown to be 
desirable.” 

It is probable that Mr. Brandenburg 
will make certain recommendations to 
the convention of referees, as he will 
be unable to be present in person.

Regulations Affecting the Excise 
Tax on Petroleum. 

Washington, July 14, 1899. 

The closing of the fiscal year 1899 
has been selected by the Commission- 
of Internal Revenue as the appro- 
priate time for issuing an important 
series of instructions concerning the 
methods to be pursued by the Federal 
Government in collecting the war tax 
gross receipts of petroleum 
pipe lines, ete. These in- 
structions, which are addressed both 
to the Internal Revenue officials and 
to the trade, are as follows: 

Section 27 of the act of June 13, 1898, 
provides:— 

“That every person, firm, 
or company carrying on or doing the busi- 
ness of refining petroleum, or owning or 
controlling any pipe line for transporting 
oil or other products, whose gross annual 
receipts exceed two hundred and fifty 
thousand dollars, shall be subject to pay 
annually a special excise tax equivalent 
to one-quarter of one per centum on the 
gross amount of all receipts of such per- 
sons, firms, corporations and companies 
in their respective business in excess of 
said sum of two hundred and fifty thou- 
sand dollars. 

“And a true and accurate return of the 
amount of gross receipts as aforesaid 
shall be made and rendered monthly by 
each of such associations, corporations, 
companies, or persons to the collector of 
the district in which any such association, 
corporation, or company may be located, 
or in which such person has his place of 
business. Such return shall be verified 
under oath by the person making the 
same, or, in case of corporations, by the 
president or chief officer thereof. Any 
person or officer failing or refusing to 
make return as aforesaid, or who shall 
make a false or fraudulent return, shall 
be liable to a penalty of not less than 
one thousand dollars and not exceeding 
ten thousand dollars for each failure or 
refusal to make return as aforesaid and 
for each and every false or fraudulent re- 
turn.”’ 

Section 31 
vides:— 

“That all

are hereby made applicable to this act.”’ 

Section 3447 of the Revised Statutes 
of the United States provides:— 

‘“‘Whenever the mode or time of assess- 
ing or collecting any tax which is imposed 
is not provided for, the Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue may establish the same 
by regulation. He may also make all 
such regulations, not otherwise provided 
for, as may have become necessary by 
reason of any alternation of law in rela- 
tion to internal revenue.” 

Tax when due to be assessed.—The 
tax imposed by section 27, above 
quoted, being a special excise tax, the 
word “annually,” as used in that sec- 
tion, is held to apply to the special 
tax year (commencing July 1), as de- 
fined in section 53 of the act of Octo- 
ber 1, 1890. 

Under the provisions of section 31, 
above quoted, it is also held that the 
tax thus imposed is assessable as soon 
as determined from the monthly re-| 
turns required to be rendered. 

Gross receipts.—As the tax so im- 
posed is to be computed on “the gross | 
amount of all receipts’ in excess of | 
$250,000, such gross receipts are held | 
to include not only receipts from sales | 
(or transportation), but all receipts, | 
including rents, interest, dividends, | 
storage charge or commission, re- | 
ceived from or in connection with the 
business enumerated in said section’ 
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27, during the period for which the 
required return is made. Deductions 
on account of cost of raw materials, 
customs duties and operating ex- 
penses, heretofore claimed in certain 
cases, are under no circumstances 
permissible. 

teturns, when and by whom to be 
made.—Every person, firm, corporation, 


| orcompany, liable to tax under said sec- 
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tion 27, will hereafter render a return 
on Form 420 revised of the gross 
amount of all receipts each month, and 
not later than the fifteenth day of the 
following month. When the returns 
made include the recipts of any branch 
or “constituent” company engaged in 
the business of refining petroleum or in 
operating any pipe line, in the same or 
in another district, the name and loca- 
tion, and the receipts of each such 
branch or constituent company should 
be stated in each return rendered. 

The foregoing instructions will 
apply to all such persons, firms, cor- 
porations and companies where the 
gross receipts during the period for 
which the return required by law is 
made do not exceed the $250,000 spe- 
cially exempted from tax. A monthly 
return will also be required during the 
temporary suspension of business. 

Where, however, the business carried 
on has been permanently discontinued 
that fact should be noted on the last 
return rendered. 

Change in name of firm, etc.—Changes 
in the name or style of any firm or 
company, or in the personnel of any 
firm or company, which has become lia- 
ble for the special excise tax imposed, 
will not be regarded, under the act 
named, as constituting a new firm or 
company. In all such cases, therefore, 
the exemption of $250,000 will be al- 
lowed only on the combined annual re- 
ceipts of the firm or company as to 
which such changes occur. 

Oil refined by agents, etc.—Every per- 
son, firm or corporation or company 
owning or controlling any sugar or oil 
refinery, and, under any lease, contract, 
or agreement, receives, sells, or nego- 
tiates the sale of any sugar or oil re- 
fined on the premises so owned or con- 
trolled, or receives any profits accruing 
therefrom, will be regarded as a refiner, 
and, as such, will be required to make 
the prescribed return. Where the re- 
ceipts or profits so realized, or any por- 
tion thereof, are included in the returns 
rendered by the person, firm, or com- 
pany in whose name, or through whose 
agency, the business is so carried on, 
the fact should be noted on the returns 
as provided in instruction 3, of this cir- 
eular, 

The same instructions will apply to 
persons, firms, corporations, or com- 
panies owning or controlling any pipe 
line for the transportation of oil or 
other products, 

Returns to be verified under oath.— 
In case of corporations, the returns 
made must in every instance be veri- 
fied under oath by the president or chief 
officer, as required by law. This re- 
quirement does not admit of such veri- 
fication by a cashier, secretary or treas- 
urer, or by any officer other than that 
designated by law. 

In case of a firm, the returns should 
be verified by a member thereof who 
should sign his name as such to each 
return rendered. 

The required returns being under 
oath, and containing statements based 
on personal knowledge, the same will 
not, in any case, be accepted if made 
by an agent or attorney of the person 
or officer required to make the same. 

Original returns to be furnished with 
assessment lists.—The original returns 
should in all cases be forwarded by col- 
lectors to the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue, with the lists, Form 23, on 
which the assessment is to be made. 
Unless such returns are filed in dupli- 
cate, copies thereof should be retained 
in the collector’s office. 

Changes in the prescribed form not 
permitted.—_No erasures or interlinea- 
tions in the prescribed form should be 
made in any case, 

Where exemptions, other than the 
$250,000 are claimed, or where the re- 
turn rendered is made under protest, 
such exemptions or protest may be 
noted, either on the margin of the re- 
turn or in @ memorandum attached 
thereto. 

Collectors will see that the foregoing 
instructions are carefully complied with 
in every case, and that al! persons, 
firms, corporations, and companies in 
their respective districts, engaged in the 
business enumerated in section 27, are 
furnished with a copy of this circular 
and with sufficient blanks (Form 420 re- 
vised), on which to make the required 
returns. Any failure to make the re- 
quired return, or the making of any 
false or fraudulent return, should be at 
once reported to the Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue in order that pro- 
ceedings may be instituted for the en- 
forcement of the penalties imposed in

Peter A. Welch Elected President. 


In 1854 the New York County Savings

He 
is a director in the Greenwich Bank, 
trustee in the New York Savings Bank, 
a member of the New York Produce 
Exchange, a member of the Mechanics 
and Tradesman’s Society, one of the 
managers of the Missionary Society of 
the M. E. Church, manager in the New 
York City Church Extension and Mis- 
sionary Society, one of the trustees of 
Drew Seminary for Young Women, and 
has been a prominent business man for 
more than thirty-seven years, and his 
record is a clean and honorable one, 
He is well known in Methodist circles, 
and was sent as a lay delegate to the 
General Conference of 1892, held in 
Omaha, Neb., also has traveled through 
his own country, having visited nearly 
every State in the Union, and most of 
the territories. He is a close observer, 
conservative in temperament, clear and 
sound in his conclusions, and is a safe 
man to put im any place where in-

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The Cultivation and Manufacture 


of Indigo in B ngal.* 
BY CHRISTOPHER RAWSON, F. I. C. 


During the past two or three years 
much has been written in technical jour- 
nals about the important coloring mat- 
ter, indigo. The articles which have 
already appeared have dealt principally 
with the testing of indigo, the dyeing of 
indigo, or with artificial indigo in rela- 
tien to the natural product. The manu- 
facture of the dye as carried out at the 
present time in Bengal has not, to my 
knowledge, been hitherto described in 
English journals. I had the privilege 
last year of visiting a number of indigo 


plantations and factories in Behar, and | 


no doubt a short description of the vari- 
ous processes involved in the production 
of the color will be of interest to many 
of our members, 

Cultivation.—A great many plants are 
capable of yielding indigo, but the In- 
digofera tinctoria is the only one cul- 
tivated in Bengal. Previous to the sow- 
ing of the seed, the land undergoes a 
rather elaborate process of preparation. 
In October, soon after the manufactur- 
ing season or ‘“Mahai” is at an end, the 
land is dug by means of a large hoe. 
After hoeing the land is ploughed. Usu- 
ally about half a dozen bullock-drawn 
ploughs are driven close together from 
end to end of a field, whilst across the 
furrows thus made another half dozen 
work at right angles. After ploughing, 
a pole five to eight feet in length, with 
one side flat, is drawn across the land. 
This implement, drawn by two to four 
bullocks, is called a “hanga.”’ The flat 
side is on the ground, a driver stands at 
each end, and the “hanga’”’ is dragged 
backwards and forwards over the land. 
This has the effect of breaking the clods 
and smoothing the land. Sometimes a 
heavy roller is also used, but only where 
clods will not give way to the “‘hanga.’’

| or four times. Finally, the small clods 
of earth are finely pulverized by wom- 
en and children, who use short thick 
sticks for the purpose. They also col- 
lect and remove all loose rubbish, such 
as grass, weeds and stumps of previous 
season’s crop. The seed is sown by 
drills about the end of February or be- 
ginning of March. It germinates in the 
course of four or five days, and by the 
middle of June, when the manufacturing 
season usually commences, the plant 
has obtained a height of from three to 
five feet, and has a stem of about a 
quarter of an inch in diameter. 

The indigo crop is a very precarious 
one; too much or too little rain is equal-

growth the plant may appear to be 
flourishing beautifully, when the top CRUDE, CRAIN AND CROUND 


root, into the ground, 
comes across a dry layer of soil; the 
plant then rapidly withers and dies, and 
the planter has to begin his sowings 
over again. Rain falling in February 
or March on seed recently sown, or on 
plant just through the soil, will necessi- 
tate re-sowing. In bad seasons this re- 
sowing may have to be done three or 
four times. The leaf of the plant is of 
a yellowish-green color, and shows no 
indication whatever of its containing 
anything productive of a blue coloring 
matter. 
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The proportion of leaf and stem con- 
stituting the indigo plant varies great- 
ly. The mean result of 20 determinations 
gave, in round nnmbers, 40 per cent. of 
leaf and 60 per cent. of stem. On this 
basis, the composition of the whole 
green plant will be as follows:

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There is a very great variation in the 
amount of plant yielded by an acre of 
land. A fair average crop may be taken 
at 50 to 60 cwt. per acre. Taking the 
lower figure, a crop of indigo plant re- 
moves 118 lb. of mineral matter from an 
acre. Of this amount 9 lbs. are phos- 
phorie acid, and 27% lb. potash, The 
plant from an acre of land also contains 
37.7 lb. of nitrogen, but as indigo is a 
leguminous plant, a portion of this ni- 
trogen is probably derived from the at- 
mosphere. With a few trifling excep- 
tions, the only manure used for the cul- 
tivation of the indigo plant is the plant 
itself after the coloring principles have 
been extracted. The refuse plant which 
is called “seet” is only applied to land 
near the factories, so that much of the 
land has been growing indigo for years 
without the application of any fer- 
tilisers. The refuse plant is a 
valuable manure. It contains all that is 
necessary for the growth of a new crop. 
The air-dried “seet’’ contains a greater 
perecentage of nitrogen than the orig- 
inal plant (air-dried), and the ash con- 
tains more phosphoric acid, though 
rather less potash, than the ash of the 
original plant. 

I have analyzed about forty samples 
of soil from Behar. All contain an abun- 
dance of potash and a fair proportion of 
phosphoric acid. The majority of the 
soils examined contain but a small pro- 
portion of nitrogen. This is rather re- 
markable in consideration of the large 
percentage of nitrogen present in the 
plant, but, as already stated, a portion 
of this element is no doubt derived from 
the atmosphere. Dr. Voelcker in his re- 
port on “Indian Asticulture,’’ 1893, and 
Dr. Leather in the Agriculture Ledger, 
1898, call attention to the small percen- 
tage of nitrogen to be found in Indian 
svils generally. 

The following table (No. 4) contains 
the results of anaylses of four samples 
of indigo soils from Behar:

often before dagbreak, and taken to the 
factory in carts, each drawn by two 


bullocks. The work on an indigo “con- 
cern” is usually divided among a 
number of factories—from two to 
ten or twelve, according to the 
size of the concern. Each factory 
deals with plant grown within a 
radius of four of five miles. At a mod- 


erate-sized factory some hundreds of 
cartloads of plant are treated every day 
throughout the manufactuing season. 
The scene presented in the morning 
round the steeping vats, with the long 
lines of heavily laden bullock carts 
slowly wending their way from various 
points towards the factory, is a very 
busy and imposing one. 


Two or three models of indigo facto- 
ries have been exhibited in this country. 
There has been one on view for some 
years in the South Kensington Museum, 
and another in the Royal Botanic Gar- 
den, Kew, Messrs. Millward & Co., 
of Manchester, have recently presented 
a beautiful model of a factory to the 
Salford Museum. All these models show 
hand-beating vats, which in Behar have 
been almost entirely replaced by ma- 
chinery. 


Referring to the diagrams the general 
plan of a small indigo factory contains 
six steeping vats and two beating vats. 
The former are arranged on a higher 
level than the latter, Each steeping 
vat has a capacity of a little over 1,000 
cb. ft. The actual dimensions are 18 ft. 
xX 16 ft. X 3 ft. 9 ins. in depth, the depth 
being measured to the cross beams and 
not to the top of the vat. Each range 
of beating vats runs the whole length 
of the six steeping vats, and has a 
width of 13 ft. 6 ins.; a wall 3 ft. high 
runs down the centre of the beating 
vat, but a space is left at each end so 
as to allow of a free circulation of the 
liquid when the wheel is set in motion. 
The beating wheel consists of a shaft 
armed with three sets of spokes. These 
spokes (six in number in each set) are 
furnished at the extremities with blades 
which in revolving churn up the liquid 
and cause a continued circulation. In 
some cases the steeping vat is divided 
into three parts, and the wheel works 
in the central division. The vate are 
built of brickwork faced with Portland 
cement. They are usually open to the 
air, though in some cases the steeping 
vats are covered. There are great va- 
riations in the arrangements of vats in 
different factories. In some cases there 
are as many as eight steeping vats to 
one beating vat. The steeping vats are 
frequently arranged on each side of 
two or three ranges of beating vats, 
whilst in other cases the steeping vats 
are arranged in long rows with the 
beating vats alongside at a lower level. 
The arrangement shown in the dia- 
gram, however, is the most modern. 
Formerly the steeping vats were much 
larger than at present, having a ca- 
pacity of about 2,000 cb. ft., and each 
vat had a corresponding beating vat. 
The liquid was “beaten” by hand in- 
stead of by the wheel, and each vat 
required twelve coolies armed with 
beating sticks. In Madras and the 
i Northwest Provinces this method is still 
/ generally followed, and some factories 
in Behar have also a few hand-beating 
vats. In addition to the vats the req- 
uisite plant of an indigo factory in- 
cludes a steam boiler and _ engine, 
pumps, boiling tanks, draining tables, 
presses, drying house, and _ various 
workshops. The drying house and work- 
shops are not shown in the plan. On 
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a higher level than the steeping vats a 
large water tank or “kajana” is sit- 
uated. This is sometimes made of iron, 
but more usually it is constructed of 
brickwork and Portland cement like the 
vats. The water is pumped into the 
“kajana” from the neighboring river, 
stream, or lake, and from it the steep- 
ing vats are filled. 

Loading the Vats and Steeping.—In 
the first place the vats are thoroughly 
cleansed; this is carefully done every 
day. A number of coolies enter the vat 
and scrub every part well, using a 
plentiful supply of water. The plant js 
then closely stacked in the vat in a 
more or less upright position, so as to 
allow the entangled air to escape more 
freely and the liquid after steeping to 
drain more completely, 


The amount of green plant put into a 
vat of 1,000 cb. ft. capacity varies from 
11,000 to 15,000 pounds. When filled, a 
number of pieces of bamboo are placed 
across the top, and the whole kept in 
position by three or four stout pieces 
of timber fixed by iron pins running 
through racks attached to the sides of 
the vat. (Bridges-Lee in his book on 
“Indigo Manufacture” recommends a 
dead weight to keep the leaves im- 
mersed). Water is now run into the 
vat until it reaches within a few inches 
of the beams. If filled completely, the 
liquid would subsequently overflow, as 
the plant undergoes a considerable ex- 
pansion during the steeping process. A 
great pressure is thus exerted, and oc- 
casionally a beam is broken or the vat 
gives way. The length of time required 
for extracting the color-yielding princi- 
ples varies from nine to fourteen hours, 
according to the temperature and other 
climatic conditions. Ten to eleven hours 
may be considered a fair average pe- 
riod. The temperature of the water in 
June, July and part of August is usually 
from 88 deg. to 95 deg. F., whereas in 
September it falls to about 80 deg., 
when a longer steeping is necessary. 
Indigo plant it not easily wetted by 
water, and for an hour or two no action 
takes place. As pointed out by Bridges- 
Lee, the leaves of the plant are covered 
by an immense number of small hairs, 
which, no doubt, are the chief cause of 
their water-repelling power, but the 
property is also due to the vitality of 
the plant itself. When the water comes 
into intimate contact with the leaf the 
coloring principle is readily extracted. 
It is very soluble in water. After two 
or three hours the liquid rises in the 
vat, bubbles of air are liberated, and 
the surface becomes covered with a 
thick froth. Carbon dioxide is evolved 
in large quantities, and in the later 
stages either marsh gas or hydrogen, 
or a mixture of the two, is freely given 
off. If a light be applied to the sur- 
face of the vat towards the end of the 
steeping operation a blue flame extend- 
ing for several yards may frequently 
be obtained. The vat has certainly the 
appearance of being in a state of active 
fermentation. After a time the liquid 
subsides, and this is the chief indication 
to the overseer, or the manager that 
the plant is sufficiently steeped. The 
valve is now opened and the liquid run 
into the beating vat. In many cases 
a large wooden plug is used instead of a 
valve. 


After the solution is run off, the plant 
is, of course, saturated with the same 
liquid, and even if all the coloring prin- 
ciple is extracted from the leaf it would 
appear that a second steeping or at 
least a washing would be advantageous, 
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The leaf, which prior to steeping was of 
a yellowish color, is now bluish green, 
and appears to be much more capable 
of yielding indigo than the original 
plant. It has been found in practice, 
however, that a second steeping is um- 
profitable. Certain chemical and bac- 
teriological changes take place much 
more rapidly on wet matter offering a 
great surface than when the same ma- 
terial is either dry or completely im- 
mersed in water. Whilst the liquid is 
draining off from the plant, it would 
seem that the color-giving principle, 
which is left in solution on the leaves 
and twigs is rapidly decomposed and 
destroyed. A small portion forms in- 
digo blue, but this is left on the plant 
in an insoluble state, and is, therefore, 
not extracted by a second steeping. 
After the water has run off, the tem- 
perature of the plant rises rapidly. 


The extracted plant or ‘‘seet” is taken 
out to be subsequently applied as ma- 
nure to the land, and the vats pre- 
pared for another steeping. 

Beating.—The liquid running from the 
steeping into the beating vat varies in 
color from a bright orange to an olive 
green and possesses a peculiar fluor- 
escence. When sufficiently steeped the 
liquid which runs out at first is of an 
orange color, but it soon changes to 
a yellow and finally to an olive. When 
all the vats are discharged, the wheel 
is set in motion, at first slowly and 


gradually increasing to a maximum. 
Under normal conditions from two to 
three hours are required to complete the 
operation of beating; although in some 
cases the length of time may be re- 
duced to one or one-and-a-half hours. 
A considerable amount of froth is 
formed, especially if the plant has been 
oversteeped. In such cases there is fre- 
quently a froth of 2 or 3 ft. in depth 
on the surface of the liquid. The froth 
is kept down as much as possible by 
coolies, who walk through the liquid 
with a cloth stretched across the vat 
and bring the froth under the beating 
wheel, where much of it is broken up. 
When nearing completion the froth, 
which at first was bluish, becomes 
white and gradually disappears, In the 
meantime the liquid changes through 
various shades of green to dark indi- 
zo blue. In order to ascertain when the 
beating is complete the ‘mal mistri” 
takes up some of the liquid and pours it 
on to a white plate. If the grain or 
“fecula” readily settles, leaving a clear 
fluid, the beating is considered accom- 
plished and the wheel is stopped. Some- 
times a little lime is added to the con- 
tents of the plate. A better plan is to 
saturate a piece of filter paper with 
the solution and subject it to the fumes 
of ammonia. If the slightest blue col- 
oration is developed, it is an indication 
that the beating is not complete. In

LINSEED.—Theimprovement noted in 
our last as regards the spot consump- 
tion continues, and July so far bids to 
be the best in several years. Generally 
trade slacks off, but this season is an 
exception, the consumption being in ex- 
cess of former years. There is no im- 
portant demand, consumers simply tak- 
ing up such stock as their current wants 
require. On the other hand, crushers, 
while looking after their regular trade, 
apparently are not anxious about the 
future, believing that will take care of 
itself. Prices may be quoted at 36@37c. 
for Western and State and 39@40c. for 
eity oil. 

COTTONSEED, REFINED. — The 
business of the past week has been of 
respectable proportions, and the ten- 
dency has been unmistakably toward a 
hardening of values. Supplies are being 
reduced, and it*is the general opinion 
that if the present demand continues 
stocks will be exceedingly low before 
new oil reaches the market. During the 
last three days of the week there have 
been large sales of lard compounds in 
Chicago and the East by Chicago pack- 
ers, and it is the general inference that 
the compounders have small supplies of 
oil, and will be compelled to replenish 
their stocks almost immediately. There 
is considerable inquiry for export ac- 
count, but the high freight rates re- 
stricts actual transactions. Marseilles 
is quoted 3s, 6d. for July and 4s. for 
August, with only a small amount of 
freight room available for July. Stocks 
abroad are being rapidly reduced by 
the consumptive requirements. This is 
particularly noticeable in the countries 
bordering on the Mediterranean. The 
domestic demand in this section re- 
mains good, and packers and refiners 
are freely bidding 25@25\%c. for a good 
off yellow and 24%@25c., loose, for a 
prime grade of yellow for prompt deliv- 
ery, but holders refuse to shade their 
prices, and it is believed that the re- 
finers will ultimately come up to hold- 
ers’ views. The Western demand from 
packers and refiners has also improved, 
and many small lots have been taken 
up at full prices. We again call the 
attention of our readers to the meet- 
ing of the Interstate Cottonseed Crush- 


ers’ Association, to be held at Memphis 
on July 26 and 27. Many important 


matters will be discussed, and the pa- 
pers read are being prepared by per- 
sons directly interested and well quali- 
fied by experience to talk upon mat- 
ters pertaining to the cotton oil in- 
dustry. The firmer tone to the market 
for refined oils has had a tendency to 
restrict operations in new crude 
for delivery in September and 
October, and we have heard 
no further sales by the Texas mills. 
The Atlantic State mills also refuse to 
quote a price, believing that by waiting 
a short while they will be able to ob- 
tain a better figure. At the close to- 
day there is a strong undertone to the 
market and an upward tendency is to 
be noted. We quote 26%4@27c. for prime 
yellow; 25%@2é6c. for off yellow; 30@3lc.

Classification of Certain Chemicals. 


Washington, July 14, 1899. 
he Treasury Department at the re- 
quest of a prominent Western whole- 
sale drug firm has promulgated the du- 
tlable classification of a series of drugs 
according to the practice now followed 
at the Port of New York. The re- 
quest of the importing firm for this clas- 
sification was as follows: 

“Please inform us of the duty on the 
chemicals on the inclosed list. We have 
applied to the local authorities for this in- 
formation, but they could not set any 
definite rate, only stating that we could 
pay according to our invoices actual pur- 
chasing price, but that we might at any 
time be called upon to pay more duty 
and a fine. We expect to make regular 
importations; hence this request for a 
definite scale on which the exporters shall 
base their invoices for customs. 

“If you can supply no such scale, in- 
form us if ad valorem duties should be 
charged according to the actual prices we 
paid for the goods. We wish to be on the 
right side of the law in this matter so 
that our goods cannot be seized.”

It is not usual for the department to 
accede to requests for rulings on sup- 


positions or hypothetical questions. In 
this case, however, recognizing that the 
entire drug trade might derive some 
benefit from a decision, the list consist- 
ing of phenacetin, kryofine, sulfonal 
salol, trional, guaiacol carbonate, bis- 
muth betanapthol, aristol and certain 
medicinal tablets was referred to the 
Collector at New York at whose direc- 
tion the Appraiser made a speclal re- 
port thereon. Subsequently the depart- 
ment addressed a letter to the import- 
ers, embodying the substance of the 
Appraiser’s report as follows: 

“The department is in receipt of your 
letter relating to rates of duty charged 
on certain medicinal preparations. 

“It appears from the report of the Col- 
lector of Customs at New York, to whom 


the matter was referred as to the prac- 
tice obtaining at that port that phe- 
nacetin, kryofine, sulfonal and salol are 


returned for duty as medicinal prepara- 
tions containing alcohol or in the prepa- 
ration of which alcohol is used under 
paragraph 67 of the act of July 24, 1897, 
at $0.55 per pound. Trional, guaiacol 
carbonate, bismuth betanapthol, aristol 
and the medicinal tablets are returned as 
medicinal preparations under paragraph 
68 of said act at 25 per cent. ad valorem. 
“The Collector further reports that the 
article which you denominate ‘iphthol’ is 
evidently intended to refer to a ‘ichthyol,’ 
which is returned free of duty under 
paragraph 626, wherein ‘oil of ichthyol’ is 

specifically enumerated.”

During a severe thunder storm last 
Wednesday a bolt of lightning struck 
a fifty-foot oil tank belonging to the 
Kings County Oil Works, whose plant 
extends for a mile along Newtown 
Creek, Greenpoint.

The concus- 
sion was so great that a number of win- 
dows in the houses in the neighborhood 
were shattered and several pedestrians 
were knocked flat. None of them were 
injured seriously. Part of the oil was 
drawn off and saved, and the spread of 
the fire prevented by the firemen. The 
loss amounts to about $5,000.

INDUSTRIAL SECURITIES. 


The lull in trade incident to the first 
week in July has given place to renewed 
activity in nearly all lines of trade and 
general trade conditions are said to 
never have been better at this season 
of the year than they are at the present 
time. The movement of goods into 
channels for consumption is taxing the 
capacity of the transportation lines and 
the indications apparently warrant the 
expectation of a continuance of the un- 
usual activity. In the lines of trade 
represented by the Reporter a fair busi- 
ness is reported in dyes and drugs, 
rather in excess of the ordinary move- 
ment at this season of the year, while 
for chemicals, paints and the more im- 
portant oils the demand has been active 
as it has also been for all the products 
of petroleum. The industrial situation 
which was thought might be affected by 
the higher prices on many products, is 
even more satisfactory than at any pre- 
vious period, especially is this the case 
in the iron and steel industries, in which 
the mills cannot supply the demands 
made upon them and orders are being 
refused. Unusual engagements are be- 
ing made for deliveries into the next 
year and many plants have their entire 
productive capacity under engagement 
for the remainder of the year. In the 
textile industries the conditions are also 





satisfactory, although not to the same 


e 


degree. The labor situation is still un- 
satisfactory and decidedly uncertain, as 
numerous strikes are threatened and it 
is feared that the spirit of discontent Is 
extending. In the mining regions the 
situation has not improved. Rioting 
was a feature of the glass strike in New 
Jersey at the attempt of the employers 
to substitute new men. In Brooklyn the 
entire street car service is threatened 
with a tie up, in which event serious dis- 
turbances may follow. The principal agri- 
cultural staples have shown little varia- 
tion, though cotton has weakened on 
reports of a prospective large crop. 
Wheat opened on Monday at 78%c. and 
fluctuated during the following days 
between 78%@79c., but receded on Fri- 
day to 77%c. and closed at 78c. for July 
delivery. Corn varied between 39%@ 
39%c. and closed on Friday at 39%%c. 
Oats showed no important variation. 
Cotton sold at 5.63c. on Monday, but 
gradually eased off and on Friday 
reached 5.48c., the lowest of the week, 
this being also the closing figure for 
July delivery. Lard has kept well 
above 5c. and advanced gradually, clos- 
ing at Chicago on Friday at 5%c. for 








July delivery, while September delivery 
showed even more decided gain. The 
market for time money ruled firmer, 
but the supply continued ample, while 
the demand has been lighter and the 
volume of business has been moderate, 
Rates at the close were 3% per cent. for 
sixty to ninety days, 34@4 per cent, for 
four to five months, and 4@4% per cent. 
for longer periods, with somewhat 
higher rates where the collateral was 
largely made up of industrials. Money 
on call at the Stock Exchange has 
ranged from 3 to 7 per cent., with the 
bulk of business being done at 4@5 per 
cent., while the average was about 5 
The higher rate was reached 
The closing rate-on 
Friday was 4 per cent. Mercantile pa- 
per has been in irregular demand 
throughout the week, while the supply 
has been moderate. Rates at the close 
were 3144@4 per cent. for sixty to ninety 
days’ indorsements, 3%@4% per cent,

The supply of grain and cotton bills 
was fair, while rates were easier and 
the demand moderate. Rates at the 
close were 4.8346@4.84%.

English Imports and (onsumption 
of Petroleum. 


It would be very satisfactory if we 
could point to certain carefully-pre- 
pared statistics, and say that the pres- 
ent deliveries of petroleum oil for home 
use in the United Kingdom were so 
many more thousand barrels than they 
were in the previous year, for then 
there would be a plain, straightforward 
fact to deal with, in estimating what 
are the absolute requirements of con- 
sumers from one season to another. 
Such information would also afford the 
means of forming an opinion as_ to 
whether the demand for burning oils 
Was outrunning the supply or vice 
versa, for the only clue that we or the 
trade possess, in tracing out the actual 
consumption of petroleum in this coun- 
try, is the rather vague and indefinite 
one drawn by inference, and furnished 
by the general rate of importation into 
London and the outports. Measured by 
this rough and ready method, the quan- 
tities of oil used for lighting, heating 
and other purposes may be constantly 
extending or they may not, because the 
movements or distribution of the article 
may not always agree with and be on 
the same scale as the arrivals that are 
coming in and being landed, which are 
liable to vary a great deal at times, As 
everybody knows, the consumption of 
petroleum in winter may be double the 
amount of what it is in the Summer 
months. Therefore, an estimate of the 
average quantity delivered for immedi- 
ate use, Which might be tolerably cor- 
rect at one period of the year, would 
be altogether misleading at another; 
and, still worse, nobody could form an 
idea of the quantity held in importers’ 
hands on any particular date at the 
wharves, or at the various points of dis- 
charge alongside or in the River 
Thames, 

There was a time in the history of the 
mineral oil trade when detailed state- 
ments of the nature indicated were 
published under proper authority regu- 
larly every week, both in London and 
Liverpool; but from some cause or 
other—as feeling of jealousy, a love of 
secrecy, or a spirit of distrustfulness— 
the custom was given up; and since 
then inquiries after the truth as re- 
gards the exact statistical position of 
petroleum in the United Kingdom have 
had to grope their way in the dark as 
best they could. All, and the most 
that can be said on the subject of the 
consumption of inflammable oils on this 
side of the Atlantic is, that it is con- 
siderable, and steadily increasing every 
year, in proof whereof we can state that 
the aggregate imports for the first half 
of 1899, as calculated by ourselves from 
the latest private returns to hand, have 
been the heaviest ever Known in a like 
period, viz.:2,330,000 barrels, in compari- 
son with about 2,239,000 barrels in the 
six months of 1898. That our estimate 
is not far wrong may be gathered from 
the figures published in the Board of 
Trade accounts for the five months 
ended May 31 of this year, which we 
reproduce as under:

Assuming from the above remarks 
that the existing rate of importation 
has been equal to 2,330,000 barrels dur- 
ing the past half year, and that it is 
twice that amount, or 4,660,000 barrels 
for the whole twelve months, it fol- 
lows that the clearances for home use 
must come up to almost the same level, 
or else there would be an accumula- 
tion of stock greatly in excess of the 
legitimate wants of the home trade 
without taking into calculation what 
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shipments and receipts might be kept 
in the background by speculators, act- 
ing on behalf of influential syndicates 
and companies seeking to outvie each 
other in their bids for popular favor 
and support. When it can be thus 
demonstrated that there is an estab- 
lished and regular consumption of 
petroleum oil to the tune of over four 
and a half million (4,660,000) barrels 
per annum, it must be owned that an 
imported supply of similar extent is 
duly forthcoming to meet it; and, fur- 
ther, the bare thought that this gi- 
gantie influx of oil is attracted hither 
without creating much disturbance to 
the market in unsettling prices, beyond 
the smallest fluctuations from month 
to month, it must likewise be confessed 
that the trade in mineral oils is one of 
the soundest and safest of which we 
can boast.—Oil Trade Review.

OILS AND WAXES FOR CALENDER FIN- 

ISH FABRICS 

Calender finish fabrics are graded as 
high lustre, low lustre, dull, moired, 
light glazed, heavy glazed, embossed 
and watered. Each of these finishes re- 
quire a special line of oils, waxes or 
fatty materials for developing the re- 
quired glaze and at the same time im- 
parting a specific degree of softness to 
the goods. The waxes used may be 
classed under three heads, namely, 
Japan, bees and paraffin. Although a 
good wax, the high price of the Japan 
variety restricts its use for either soft- 
ening or glazing purposes by the cloth 
mills, except for the higher grades of 
fabrics, This wax possesses good luster- 
ing properties and will stand consider- 
able thinning down with castor oil, and 
a soluble soap. The latter is made by 
boiling some of the wax in a solution of 
caustic potash. Beeswax is used in 
some mills, purified and bleached, in 
which case the wax is usually devoid of 
any odor, has little taste, and is prac- 
tically colorless. The specific gravity is 
about 0.969, and melting point 150 
degrees F. Some salesmen handle the 
wax in its crude form, when it is a 
brownish yellow color, and not service- 
able for fine goods mills. A large vari- 
ety of adulterants are used in this 
grade of wax, some of which are detri- 
mental to the proper calendering of the 
cloths. 

These adulterants of fillers 
tallow, starch, oxide of lead, 
china clay, putty, pulverized 
rosin and similar stuffs. It all depends 
upon the character of the goods 
whether any of these ingredients will 
or will not be harmful to the calender- 
ing processes. This is a point of con- 
siderable importance to oil agents who 
carry waxes, oils, greases, etc,, as a 
side line for calendering purposes. 
There are some types of coarse hairy 
carpet and upholstery fabrics in which 
the fibre is of such construction that 
the strongest ingredients are harmless. 
In some upholstery mills they use fin- 
ishing pastes made from dissolved gum 
tragacanth, to which is added turkey- 
red oil and sulphuric acid. This mix- 
ture makes a good preparatory finish, 
to be followed by a thinner paste fin- 
ish made of glue, castile soap, acetic 
acid, crude beeswax, balsam and am- 
monia. The fuzz is singed from the 
fabrics and the finishing pastes applied 
by means of steam cylinders, over 
which the goods are drawn. The 
blanket mills and manufacturers of low 
grade shoddy fabrics are likewise not 
compelled to be overparticular about 
the grades of softening and finishing 
waxes, oils and fats used in their cal- 
endering operations. But the mills in 
which tthe best classes of woolen, worst- 
ed, cotton and silk cloths are made are 
obliged to select the best descriptions 
of waxes and oils to avoid stains, odors, 
harshness of texture and loss’ of 
elasticity.

oils consumed, This classification is 
made in connection with the illustra- 
tions, in the first of which are mag- 
nified specimens of the four principal 
yarns. First, an enlarged cotton thread 
is shown. Cotton fiber is a _ tubular 
composition, usually spiral in char- 
acter, and it is this latter feature that 
enables the fibers to hold together in 
thread form when once adjusted. Un- 
der the microscope the cotton strand 
presents a fairly round, smooth = sur- 
face, with straggling fibers. Such a 
combination results in a firm article 
for cloth weaving purposes. Alone, it 
possesses no lustre, and the _ desired 
brilllancy must be obtained by arti- 
ficial means, 
THE WOOLEN STRAND. 


The woolen thread is next shown. 
The wool fiber has felting powers, and 
when carded into a general alignment 
a tangled mass of fibers result, which 
may be drawn out into a thread of uni- 
form proportions, yet in which 
the individual filaments are without 
parellelism. The thread contains long 
fibre, short fibre, curly fibre and all 
kinds of fibre. There is no general or- 
der to the fibre plan, as can be seen in 
the enlarged view in figure I, hence or- 
iginal lustre is absent, and must be 
artificially produced. In the worsted 
thread, however, there is perfect order 
of the fibre adjustment and consequent 
lustre. The worsted thread is made 
from woolen fibre from which the short 
and curly fibres have been removed by 
the combing process. The good long, 
straight, regular and lustrous portion 
of the wool is drawn out on the draw- 
ing frames and all the fibre is laid 
evenly and in parallel order. Twisted 


SHOULD FIRST ASCERTAIN WHAT THE

finishes are in order. If the mill is on 
coarse, low grade goods, waxes and oils 
may safely be sold to the superintend- 
ent without going to the trouble of test- 
ing for adulterants. If the mill is on 
high grade textures, the wisest course 
to pursue is to test the waxes and oils. 
To test for rosin in waxes, boil a cube 
of the wax in nitric acid and the rosin 
will turn the liquid red, The tallow test 
vonsists in putting a few shavings of 
the wax into a glass tube or bottle, and 
if a solution of ammonia causes the 
wax to become darker in color and the 
liquid becomes dull and cloudy tallow 
is present. Minerals and water in 
waxes are easily determined by heating

a sample of the wax in a tin of water, 
which causes the adulterants to fall to 
the bottom, as they are weightier, As 
to the paraffin wax, which is now quite 
extensively used for calender finishes, 
it does not readily sponify or mix with 
water, but it is soluble in olive oil 
when heated. The melting point ranges 
from 60 degrees F to 140 degrees F, It 
it useless ‘to try to sell this wax to 
white goods mills, as the wax fixes it- 
self to the textual material.too firmly 
to permit of its thorough removal by

advantageously, as it possesses many 
of the needed qualities of a good soft- 


As suggested above, it is as necessary 
for the oil agent to be familiar with the 
several classes of goods made by his 
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specimen like that shown. Such a 
thread possesses original lustre. Under 
the magnifying instruments the silk 
thread is seen to contain such a fine 
combination of strands that the sample 
appears to be almost solid. It is nat- 
urally of a glossy character, and the 
artificial processes for increasing the 
gloss are aided by this condition. 


THE SPINNING PROCESSES, 


In order to speak intelligently with 
the superintendent of a cotton, woolen, 
worsted or silk mill on the subject of 
waxes and oils for calender work, the 
oil agent should be familiar with the 
four processes of spinning, all of which 
are shown in the succeeding figures. 
In figure 2 is the ring spinning method. 
It is used mostly for cotton spinning. 
The spindle b is turned by the band ec. 
The bobbin of yarn a is secured to the 
spindle, and is turned with it. The 
motion of the bobbin carries with it the 
ring by means of the thread f. The 
ring d is shown in section and is fixed 
to the rail, which moves up and down 
to guide the thread evenly on the re- 
volving bobbin. Each revolution of the 
bobbin puts a twist in the thread f. 
The principle of the cap spinning pro- 
cess is shown in figure 3 in which the 
spindle is marked h, the bobbin of yarn 
g, the thread j and the capi. The 
spindle and cap or shell are stationary 
and the tube on which the yarn is 
wound is provided with a whirl and 
band by which the tube is revolved, 
thus imparting twist to the yarn. The 
cap distributes the yarn regularly on 
the bobbin. The mule spinning process 
is mostly used in the woolen mills and

the principle is shown in figure 4 in 
which the spindle is turned by a band 
which rounds about the whirl m, thus 
turning the bobbin. 

As a stretch of roving is taken, the 
revolving spindle twists the end n over 
the point of the spindle at p as many 
times as are required to put in the 
necessary twist. After twisting the end 
the spun yarn is wound on the bobbin 
and a new stretch taken. The flyer 
method of spinning is shown in figure 
5, in which r is the bobbin of yarn, t the 
leg for carrying the yarn around the 
bobbin and twisting it and s the yarn 
This is the process used for worsted 
spinning. The flyer or leg t is revolved 
by a whirl and band on the spindle 
shaft and causes the yarn to wind grad- 
ually on the bobbin in harmony with 
the amount of yarn twisted. 


THE CALENDER. 

A plan of the form of calender usu- 
ally employed for the descriptions of 
goods in question is shown in figure 6. 
This is a six-bowl machine, and for 
calendering cottons, jaconets, sateens 
etc., bowls a and b are iron, c is paper 
covered, d is cotton, e is paper and f is 
cotton. Wood bowls are required for 
the softest finishes, while steel, brass

some of the hard finished textures. 
MIXING TANKS. 

Another point essential to the oil 
agent is that of proper equipments for 
making mixes in the calender rooms. In 
one mill, where they attributed the 
staining of the goods to impure waxes, 
the writer found that they were using 
a mixing sizing tank in which the heat- 
ing pipe was placed as shown in figure 
7. The pipe was a single one, and 
merely entered the tank at g, followed 
the bottom at h and then passed out. 
This was to one side of the tank, and 
actual tests of temperature proved that 
one side of the contents of the tank 
was much cooler than the other. It 
was impossible to make a regular mix- 
ing under such conditions and the siz- 
ing, of course, made big blotches on the 
cloths. Different waxes and oils were 
tried, and many changes made, but 
with no result until the tank was piped 
as shown in figure 8, which represents 
the plan of the pipe as arranged on the 
bottom of the tank. The inlet was 
made with the same stand pipe of the 
old system and this was inserted into a 
union at i. The exhaust was joined to 
j, and after the steam made the com- 
plete circuit of the tank, reaching every 
corner evenly, it was conveyed to the 
re-heater and used over again. This 
plan resulted in even heating of the 
contents of the mixing tank, and the 
sizing did not spot the goods any 
longer.

Papaw Milk Decision to be Appealed. 
Washington, July 14, 1899. 


The Treasury Department has decided 
not to acquiesce in the decision of the 
Appraisers recently 
quoted at length in the Reporter, hold- 
ing that so-called papaw milk is en- 
titled to free entry as a crude non-edi- 
ble drug. The Collector has been in- 
structed to take an appeal from this 
under the provisions of the 

administrative act. The 
grounds for the department’s dissent 
from the views of the Board are set 
forth in the following letter to the Col- 
lector at New York: 

“The department is in receipt of a de- 
cision of the Board of General Appraisers, 
dated the 30th ultimo, on protests, etc., of 
the American Ferment Company, wherein 
it is held that certain merchandise de- 
scribed in the invoices as ‘papaw juice,’ 
‘papaw milk,’ ‘papaya milk,’ ‘dried pa- 
paya milk,” ‘succes papaya,’ or ‘liquid pa- 
paya milk,’ is properly entitled to free en- 
try as a crude non-edible drug, either un- 
der the provisions of paragraph 470 of the 
act of August 28, ISM, or under paragraph 
548 of the free list of the act of July 24, 
IS97, as the cause may be, following the de- 
cision of the Board of General Appraisers 
which was confirmed by the United States 
Circuit Court for the Southern District of 
New York in the case of the United States 
vs. Goodwin's Sons, and acquiesced in by 
department's decision dated March 25 last, 

“From the evidence presented in this 
case and more particularly referred to in 
the dissenting opinion of the General Ap- 
praisers filed with G. A. 4,474, it appears 
that the juices of the papaw melon used 
has undergone various other 
than the mere drying in the sun and the 
sifting out of impurities, as was the case 
in suit No. 2,601, of the United States vs. 
Goodwin's Sons, and that it is in fact a 
medicinal preparation in various forms 
well recognized as such by the United 
States dispensatory. 

“It is the opinion of the department 
that on the record presented a distinction 
can clearly be drawn between the impor- 
tation herein under consideration and 
those referred to in suits of the United 
States vs. Merck & Co. (66 Fed. Rep., 251), 
(S.. 16,176), on ‘elaterum tablets’ imported 
under act of October 1, 186%, and the 
United States vs. Goodwin's Sons (91 Fed. 
Rep., 753), (8. 20,905), on ‘papaw milk’ im. 
ported under the act of August 28, 1894. 
The department, therefore, concurs in the 
Views expressed in the dissenting opinion 
herein referred to. 

“You are, accordingly, hereby directed 
to file an application for review of the 
said decision G. A. 4,174, in accordance 
with the provisions of section 15 of the act 
of June 10, 1890."

Chicago, July 14, 1899. 
After a fractional advance, the first 
day of the week under review North- 
western seed declined 3%c., July 3c. and 
September and October 2c. each. This 
was largely due to estimates from the 
Northwest of an enormous crop. While 
these estimates were guesses pure and 
simple, there was a feeling in the trade 
that the Northwest was likely to har- 
vest a crop considerably in excess of 
that of last year, and this sentiment 
dcminated prices. The best informed 
flax men to be met with here base their 
estimates within a range of 18,000,000 to 
20,000,000 bushels of seed raised. The 
Northwest estimate was 22,000,000. Re- 
ports now coming in from the North- 
west do not confirm the roseate views 
of the men who believe in a 22,000,000 
crop. According to these reports, the 
crop is late, the conditions by no means 
perfect and the fields weedy, Should 
the crop approximate 20,000,000 it would 
give this country a surplus of between 
3,000,000 and 4,000,000 bushels for ex- 
port, as follows:

Going back to a year when there were 
no exports (1889), we find that in eight 
years past (1890-1897 inclusive) the aver- 
age crop equaled 13,500,000, while the 
exports for the same period averaged 
1,500,000 bushels. Eliminating seed re- 
quirements and the amounts carried 
over, there have remained here an aver- 
age of 12,000,000 bushels. The present 
season has been an exceptional one 
from the crushers’ standpoint, and 15,- 
¢00,000 bushels seed have been used by 
American mills. Should the improve- 
inent in general business keep up, it is 
probable 15,000,000 of the new crop will 
be required by American crushers, 
which would leave 3,500,000 bushels for 
export from a 20,000,000 crop. This, pro- 
viding an equal amount is carried into 
the next crop that was brought forward 
into this. From the confirmatory re- 
ports that reach here regarding the 
Russian shortages, it seems probable

No. 1 Northwestern on July 10 reached 
the lowest point since it went above the 
dollar line in October, and has lost 25c. 
since April. The crushing demand was 
a little better, some 20,000 bushels being 
taken out of store for that purpose. The 
tendency at present is toward supply- 
ing the requirements of the mills from 
the amount in store here. There is a 
little inquiry for seed for export, but 
none of any moment. The other side 
will buy at a price, but when an ex- 
porter thinks he can pull off a trade, 
the foreigner reduces his limit. There 
is an impression that some little export 
business has been done, but just how 
much cannot be said. The exporters 
would take cash seed at 98c., but hold- 
ers are unwilling to sell at that figure. 
There was a rumor that a couple of 
boat loads did sell at 98c. on Tuesday. 
The statement that the Doran seed was 
being liquidated is branded as abso- 
lutely untrue. The commission house 
that represents him here sold a little 
seed, but it was not from the Doran 
holdings. The reports from Kansas are 
more encouraging. Davis, of Fort 
Scott, was here selling flaxseed to ar- 
rive. He reports the crop looking well 
and thrashing about to begin. Lister, 
of Fredonia, in a letter, reports the crop 
in good condition. Receipts were 50 
cars, as compared with 53 cars a week 
ago, and 15 cars last year. Ten cars 
were non-inspected.

Since the Fourth 
trade has dropped off some, but no more 
so than is usual. Indications point toa 
better movement in the near future and, 
judging from the inquiries, another 
week will see more buyers in the mar- 
ket. The price is well held at 35c. in 
car lots; 36@37c. 5-barrel lots, and 37@ 
38c. for single barrels. The whole crush- 
ing fraternity go into the new crop in 
the position of buyers. They must buy 
seed or stop oil production. As to the

question of consumption is one of gen- 
eral business prosperity. Vast amounts 
of iron work are going up, orders are 
being placed a year ahead, probably not 
one building in ten was painted this 
spring, and there is nothing on the 
horizon to show any prospect of the 
reversal of present business conditions. 
The crushers, as a consequence, believe 
a great deal more oil will be sold in 
1900 than in 1899, Oil and seed values 
have kept pace with each other for 
some time, as shown by the following 
table for seven weeks past, the weeks 
opening and closing prices being given 
for seed:

It is to be noticed that prices have 


been steady on oil, while there has been 
an important decline in seed in the past 
two weeks. Price changes in seed for

OIL CAKE.—Crushers have advanced 
their prices $1 and are asking $23. Ex- 
porters have few inquiries but one large 
erushing concern reports the foreign de- 
mand very heavy on account of damage 
to Russian crop. No cake will be made 
within sixty days that can materially 
affect the market. The middle of Sep- 
tember cake from new crop seed will 
appear and unless all signs fail, the for- 
eigner will then run away from the 
market. At present there is no home 
demand, few mills are running, and 
those that are running are pretty well 
sold up to the middle of September. 
There may be 100 tons or so picked up 
here and there, but there has been no 
accumulation. It will interest Chicago 
cake exporters to learn that the cake

seed Company will shortly be 
moved to New York and be con- 
solidated with their cake office there, 


one advantage of this move, from the 
standpoint of the company, being the 
prevention of any clash in the quoting 
of prices, 

OLEO OIL.—There were large sales of 
oleo at Rotterdam, some 9,000 tes. 
changing hands, as compared with 5,700 
tes. the week previous and 4,000 tes. two 
weeks before. The good demand ad- 
vanced prices 1 florin to 47 florins. The 
fat from grass-fed cattle produces a 
poorer quality of oleo than from winter 
fats and the foreigner is nearing the end 
of the choice lots. The larger churners 
are anticipating their wants by freely 
buying this better grade of oil while it 
can be had. As a consequence of this 
buying, stocks abroad remain light, 2,- 
500 tes., against 1,500 a week ago and 
1,200 the week before that, At the sasme 
time exports show a falling off, being 
5,700, 5,000 and 4,400 respectively for 
three weeks, two weeks, and one week 
ago. Stocks afloat have also been 
much reduced, declining from 11,000 tcs, 
two weeks ago to 7,600 last week. The 
local price at the close was 8%¢< 

LARD.—From an opening of $5.10 
eash lard advanced to a close of $5.37%, 
with loose at $5. The trade is just en- 
tering upon the usual heavy fall de- 
mand, as is evidenced by the good for- 
eign demand and an increasing activity 
in the home trade. The advance in the 
price of hogs and buying by packers to 
cover recent heavy cash sales were 
causes that assisted the advance. One 
of the largest packers here was a con- 
spicuous buyer. Hog receipts continue 
liberal, 179,000 against 169,000 for the 
corresponding week last year. Exports 
of lard from principal Atlantic ports, 
23,500 tierces, against 16,500 a year ago. 
Shipments from Chicago for the week 
were 26,500 this week and 24,500 a year 
ago. 

LARD OIL.—Trade is good on the 
cheaper oils. Extra winter strained is 
dull. Woolen mills and manufacturing 
centers are the buyers. Extra winter 
strained is 37%@40c.; extra No. 1, 35c.;

either by means of a surface drainer or 


by removing a series of wooden plugs 
arranged doWn the side of the vat. The 
bottom of the vat inclined towards 
corner, Where the precipitated in- 
digo “mal” collected, passed 
through one or two strainers, whence 
it tlows to a well or “mal jhari,” from 
which it is elevated, usually by means 
of a steam injector, to a large rectangu- 
lar iron tank, The “mal” is strained 
again twice on its way from the well to 
the boiling tank. Every precaution is 
taken to keep the indigo clean and free 
from bits of twigs and dirt. = 
Boiling and Filtering.—The liquid 
eontaining indigo in suspension (to the 
extent of about 0.5 per cent.), when 
lifted by the steam injector has usually 
a temperature of 140 deg.—150 deg, F. 
It is not always actually boiled, but 1s 
heated (now usually by steam, but in 
some cases by direct fire, or by steam 
and direct fire combined) up to tem- 
peratures varying from 190 deg. to 2123 
deg. F. In some cases the steam Is

prevents putrefaction, which rapidly 
takes place in such a hot, moist climate 
as that of India, during the manufac- 
turing season, and would result in 
much loss of color; 2nd, it dissolves 
some of the brown matters which have 
precipitated with the indigo fecula, and 
thus produces a finer quality; 3rd, it 
causes the indigo particles to settle 
more readily, so that the refuse liquor 
may be run off without delay. In some 
factories the supernatant liquid is run 
off from the boiler, fresh water added, 
and the whole boiled up a second time. 
After boiling, the indigo is allowed to 
settle, the clear liquid is run off as far 
cs possible, and then the hot concen- 
trated ‘‘mal’ is run through strainers 
on to a large filter known as the 
“table” or “dripping vat.” There are 
two tables shown in the plan, each 18 
ft. long and 7 ft. wide. They are con- 
structed of narrow parallel laths fixed 
close together on a stout wooden frame, 
with sides about 18 ins. high, sloping 
outwards. The “table,” which stafis 
in a shallow trough made of cement, 
is covered with a sheet of strong cloth

the liquid comes through blue, and it is 
pumped back on to the cloth until it is 
perfectly clear. It is usually of a sherry 
color. Much of the liquid passes 
through the filter cloth, but a consid- 
erable portion is also removed by care- 
fully letting down a corner of the cloth 
after the precipitate has settled into a 
more or less thick paste. The paste 
is then scraped down towards one end 
of the filter and the cloth folded over. 
After allowing an hour or two for the 
liquid to drain still further, the pulpy 
mass, containing in this condition from 
8 to 12 per cent. of indigotin, is ready 
for pressing. 


Pressing and Cutting.—The press con- 
sists of a rectangular strongly made 














































numerous perforations. Each factory 
has a number of presses in operation. 
They stand upon heavy beams of tim- 
ber or strong iron girders. The box is 
well fitted with two thicknesses of 
strong, closely woven cloth, and is ar- 
ranged under a pair of powerful screws 
which can be turned with long levers. 
The cloth is wetted and the paste from 
table introduced into the box to a depth 
of 9 ins. to 13 ins., according to its con- 
sistency; the amount being regulated so 
as to obtain a pressed slab of 3 ins. to 
3% ins. in thickness. The screws are 
turned very slowly at intervals extend- 
ing over several hours. Unless great 
care is taken, the cloths burst and in- 
digo is lost. When no more liquid is 
seen to be oozing from the block, the 
presssure is gently and evenly released. 
The slab, which now contains about 70 
per cent. of water, is put on to a frame, 
and cut by means of a brass wire into 
cubes of about 3 ins. to 3% ins. in size. 
Each cube is stamped with the mark of 
the factory and the nuumber of the 
day’s boiling, and taken to the drying 
house. 


Drying.—The drying house is a lofty, 
well ventilated building, containing a 
number of shelves (about a foot apart) 
of light bamboo or wire netting. The 
cubes are placed on these shelves about 
half an inch apart, and left for a period 
of two or three months to dry. The dry- 
ing takes place very slowly, as at this 
period of the year the humidity ts 
high. Strong currents of air are not 
permissible, otherwise the cakes crack 
and the value of the indigo in the Cal- 
cutta market is thereby much depre- 
ciated. There are usually a number— 
more or less—of cakes broken, but the 
greatest care is taken to keep them 
whole. During the drying a consider- 
able amount of ammonia is evolved, 
and the cakes become covered with a 
thick growth of fungus. From several 
experiments which I have made, the 
ammonia and fungus are not produced 
at the expense of the coloring matter, 
but from the soluble extractive matter 
remaining in the cake after pressing. 
When dry the cakes are brushed and 
packed into cases or chests, which are 
usually made of well seasoned mango 
wood. | 

Water Used in Indigo Manufacture.— 
For the production of indigo an abun- 
dant supply of good water is indis- 
pensable; every pound requires from 
300 to 500 galls., and upon its quality 
largely depends the successful working 
of the operations. The chief sources of 
supply are river water, lake water and 
rain water. The rivers of Behar gen- 
erally flow from Nepal in the north, in 
a southeasterly direction, and empty 
themselves into the Ganges. The larg- 
est is the Gundak, on the west. Rain 
water is either collected in large tanks 
dug in the ground, or in natural depres- 
sions, forming “chowrs.” Much of the 
soil in Behar is calcareous, and it fre- 
quently happens that the rain water in 
these tanks and chowrs contains as 
much mineral matter as the neighbor- 
ing river. Lake water varies greatly in 
composition according to the rainfall. 
In times of drought, lake water often 
contains much organic matter in solu- 
tion and suspension; such water is al- 
ways considered to give bad results in 
indigo manufacture, both as regards 
produce and quality. Taking the aver- 
age of about 70 samples, the water used 
for manufacturing indigo in Behar may 
be said to contain about 15 grains of 
solid matter per gallon, ranging from 
4 to 28 grains. The hardness, which, 
almost without exception, is due to car- 
bonates of lime and magnesia, averages 
6 degrees, with a maximum and mini- 
mum of 14 and 2, respectively. The ma- 
jority of waters examined, however, 
only showed a variation of 4 to 8 de- 
grees of hardness. Most of the waters, 
in addition to carbonates of lime and 
magnesia, also contain small quantities 
of carbonate of soda. Sodium chloride 
is only present to the extent of about 
half a grain per gallon. With few ex- 
ceptions the waters examined were 
practically free from nitrates. On ac 
count of the heavy rains and the meit- 


box, the framework having on all sides | 
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ing of snow in the Himalayas, the 
waters of Behar vary considerably in 
their composition from time to time. 
All planters agree that, other things 
being equal, fresh rain water is much 
the best for indigo manufacture, and 
that more or less stagnant water con- 
taining innumerable living organisms— 
vegetable and animal—is decidedly 
detrimental to the production of good 
indigo, 

The Color Giving Prirciple and Solu- 
tion Obtained in Steeping.—Notwith- 
standing the great amount of time that 
has been devoted to the subject, it is 
not definitely known in what state of 
chemical combinaion the color principle 
exists in the leaf of the plant, nor the 
precise changes which take place dur- 
ing its conversion into indigo blue. It 
considered that indigo 
blue existed ready formed in the plant, 
and at a later period that it was pres- 
ent in the form of reduced indigo cor 
indigo white. Many years ago, Dr. 
Schunck, in his classical researches on 
the ‘Formation of Indigo Blue,” proved 
both these views to be incorrect. He 
found the leaves of certain indigo 
yielding plants—the Isatis tinctoria and 
the Polygonum tinctorium—to contain 
a peculiar compound, which he named 
Indican. Some months ago, Dr. Schunck 
kindly showed me a number of beau- 
tiful specimens of the Polygonum tinc- 
torium which had been treated in va- 
rious ways to illustrate the existence 
of such a body (capable of forming in- 
digo) in the leaves of the living plant. 
If placed in boiling alcohol the principle 
was entirely removed, and the leaf left 
of a yellowish gray color. When the 
vitality of the fresh leaf had been par- 
tially destroyed, by being punctured, or 
frozen, or treated with acid or cold 
spirits of wine and then immersed in 
boiling alcohol, those portions which 
had been affected became blue, and the 
other portions were gray or colorless. 
Indican, which belongs to the class of 
bodies termed glucosides, is capable of 
being split up into indigo blue and a 
kind of sugar. It has recently been 
shown that this change does not take 
place directly, and that indican itself 
docs not contain the molecule of indigo 
blue. It is highly probable that the col- 
oring matter exists in the same form in 
the leaves of the Indigofera tinctoria as 
in other indigo yielding plants, but, as 
already stated, this has not been defi- 


nitely proved. The little time that I 
have been able to devote to this ques- 
tion confirms on the whole the re- 


searches of Dr. Schunck, but I have ob- 
served certain differences which call for 
further investigation. A theory of the 
steeping process which appears to ob- 
tain generally is that by fermentation 
the glucoside, indican, is decomposed 
into indigo blue and a peculiar kind of 
sugar, and that the indigo blue is then 
by the action of further fermentation 
reduced to indigo white, which remains 
in solution until it is afterwards pre- 
cipitated by oxidation in the beating 
vat. This simple view of the process, 
however, is not borne out by facts. If 
the liquid running from the steeping 
vats contained indigo white in solution 
it would be oxidized to indigo blue in 
very much less time than is the case. 
Schunck and Romer have shown that 
when indican is decomposed by hydro- 
chloric acid in the absence of oxidizing 
agents a substance is produced which 
cannot be converted into indigotin; and 
further, that indigotin is formed from 
indican by the action of hydrochloric 
acid in the presence of an oxidizing 
agent, and that these conditions—the 
presence of a hydrolyzing agent and of 
an oxidizing agent at the same time— 
are necessary for the production of in- 
digotin. From the researches of these 
savants, Marchlewski and Radcliffe 
have propounded the theory that in- 
doxyl was the parent substance or ori- 
gin of indigotin; and that the glucoside, 
indican, on hydrolysis, yielded glucose 
and indoxyl. Dr. Ranking, in a paper 
read before the Asiatic Society of Ben- 
gal in 1896, also states that the liquid 
after steeping probably contains in- 
doxyl, and not indigo white, as had 
been formerly considered to be the case, 
My own observations and experiments 
support this view. Indoxyl (C,H,NO) 
is a compound capable, like indiga 
white, of being oxidized into indigo 
blue, but for this change to take place 
it requires double the amount of oxy- 
gen needed for indigo white. 

Much difference of opinion prevails 
as to whether fermentation is necessary 
for the production of indigo blue, or 
whether fermentation is merely a con- 
sequence of the steeping process. It is 
possible to preduce indigo blue from 
the plant under such conditions that 
bacteria could not exist, and this would 
tend to show that fermentation was not 
a necessity. On the other hand, Al- 
varez professes to have discovered the 
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micro-organism which produces the in- 
digo fermentation. He cultivated the 
microbe (named the Bacillus indigo- 
genus) and found that it induced indigo 
fermentation in a sterlized extract of 
the leaves, which remained unaltered 
when freely exposed to the air without 
inoculation. Breaudat attributes the 
formation of indigo to a “‘diastatic’’ fer- 
mentation, and not to the growth of a 
micro-organism. From my own obser- 
vations I am inclined to think this is 
the correct view, although the liquid 
running from the steeping vat contains 
innumerable micro-organisms of a form 
similar to those described by Alvarez. 
Van Lookeren Campagne considers that 
the decomposition or transformation of 
indican takes place in the interior of 
the leaf by the action of bacteria, in- 
digo white diffusing into the liquid. 























The liquid obtained on steeping the 
plant contains a number of substances 
—organic and inorganic—in solution, 
among which the most important, the 
indigo-forming principle, exists in very 
small proportion. An extract of indigo 
leaves has been variously stated to 
possess an acid, an alkaline, and a neu- 
tral reaction, but I have never seen any 
statement made regarding the indicator 
used for determining this condition. 
Many substances which exhibit an acid 
reaction to some indicators are alkaline 
to others. This is the case with an ex- 
tract of indigo leaves. I found a fresh 
decoction of the plant to be neutral to 
both red and blue litmus paper. It was 
decidedly alkaline to methyl orange and 
acid to phenolphthalein. The liquid 
contains a large amount of lime, mag- 
nesia, and potash, chiefly in combina- 
tion with carbonic and organic acids. I 
have analyzed a number of samples of 
“liquor” and found the solution to con- 
tain on an average 0.55 per cent. of dry 
solid matter. [The maximum was 0.79 
per cent., and the minimum 0.35 per 
cent.] This amount corresponds to 55 
Ibs. per 1,000 gallons. Nearly one-half 
of the total solids consists of mineral 
matter, bicarbonates of lime, magnesia, 
and potash predominating. The bulk 
of this matter, and practically the 
whole of the coloring matter, is derived 
from the leaves. Even the fine stems 
yield but traces of color. In order to 
show the relative amount of matter ex- 
tracted from leaves and stems, 100 
grms. of each were separately steeped 
with ten times their weight of water 
in the usual manner, and the following 
results were obtained. The plant con- 
tained 38 per cent. of leaf, and the re-

Revenue Tax on Uncompounded 
Drugs. 


Washington, July 14, 1899. 

The Commissioner of Internal Rev- 
enue is preparing to draft a recom- 
mendation to Congress of the highest 
importance to the manufacturing drug 
trade. After thirteen months’ experi- 
ence under the War Revenue act, the 
Commissioner has decided that the law 
is seriously defective in those pro- 
visions applying to the tax on medici- 
nal preparations, especially with ref- 
erence to the exemption of so-called 
unaccompanied medicinal drugs and 
chemicals which have been relieved of 
tax by the department’s acquiescence 
in the decision of Judge Brown in the 


Aristol case. 

Since the decision rendered by Judge 
Brown—which the Bureau officials 
concede was the only one that could 
have been rendered in view of the lan- 
guage of the law—systematic efforts 
have been made by manufacturers and 
importers to secure the exemption of 
as many of their products as possible 
on the ground that they are uncom- 
pounded drugs or chemicals, and the 
pressure upon the Internal Revenue 
Bureau for favorable decisions has 
been very great. The condition of af- 
fairs is described by an official of the 
Bureau to the Reporter’s correspond- 


ent as follows:— _ , 

“Since Judge Brown's decision we have 
been simply overwhelmed with applica- 
tions for ruling exempting all classes of 
preparations on the ground that they are 
uncompounded in the sense in which the 
word is used in the law as construed by 
the court. We have referred each case 
to our chemist and have answered the ap- 
plicants in strict accordance with his find- 
ings. We have found, however, that many 
manufacturers are undertaking to settle 
these questions for themselves and are 
advertising to the trade that their prod- 
ucts are uncompounded medicinal drugs 
or chemicals, and therefore are not liable 
to the Internal Revenue tax. This al- 
leged exemption is being emphasized for 
several reasons. In the first place, it is 
given as a reason why manufacturers can 
quote their goods at a slightly lower price 
than their rivals; and, in the second place, 
it seems that certain prestige attaches to 
goods which can be advertised as ‘special- 
ly exempted from tax by rulings of the 
Internal Revenue Bureau,’ etc. In near- 
ly all these cases the manufacturers have 
simply made a ruling of their own, which 
may or may not be based upon the law, 
Wherever we find evidence that products

Should his 
ruling be adverse to the claim of the man- 
ufacturers, they are promptly notified and 
compelled to stamp their goods. A con- 
siderable force of the Bureau is now en- 
gaged in a careful investigation of a con- 
siderable number of these cases, and ac- 
tion is taken as promptly as conclusive 
evidence is secured.”’ 

Commissioner Wilson, who is taking 
an active personal Interest in this mat- 
ter, stated the intentions of the Bureau 
to the Reporter’s correspondent tn em- 
phatic language. 

“T shall draft a recommendation,” said 
he, “‘in the plainest possible language that 
shall place this class of medicinal prepar- 
ations on a perfect equality with all 
others. Whatever the framers of the law 
may have intended, somebody—doubtless 
the representative of some of these manu- 
facturers—succeeded in working into the 
law an apparently innocent little phrase 
that has caused the Government no end 
of trouble and very materially reduced 
the revenue which we have derived from 
this class of taxes. Under the ruling 
made by the Attorney General, based 
upon the decision of Judge Brown in the 
Aristol case, a manufacturer may place a 
product on the market under a patent or 
trade-mark, may advertise it as a pro- 
prietary article in his own name and may 
make the most extravagant claims for it 
on the label, circulars and in general ad- 
vertising, and yet, if it can be shown to 
be chemically an uncompounded article, 
it goes free under the proviso of section 
20. Next door to such a manufacturer 
may be another one who is making a 
product that can only be distinguished 
from that of his neighbor by close chemi- 
cal analysis, and yet if he patents it, or 
trade-marks it, or advertises it, or even 
if he gives it a name indicating that it is 
a specific for some disease, he has to pay 
tax on it. This is not fair, and I do not 
believe Congress ever intended it to be the 
case; but there is no other interpretation 
to be put upon the letter of the law which 
is clear and explicit. 

“Another feature that possesses some 
significance is the fact that these so- 
called uncompounded drugs are largely 
coal-tar derivations sold in the United 
States under patents owned by foreigners. 
These foreign corporations are able to 
place their goods on the market without 
the payment of the Internal Revenue tax: 
in competition with similar products man- 
ufactured by domestic concerns, and at 
the same time they invoke our patent and 
trade-mark laws to make their monopoly 
absolute. 

“T think practically all the important 
American manufacturers of pharmaceuti- 
cal preparations, etc., agree with the Bu- 
reau that these so-called uncompounded 
medicines and drugs should bear their 
share of the war tax. There is no reason 
under the sun except a pure legal techni- 
cality why they do not bear their share 
and T think Congress will lose no time in 
correcting the error it has made.” 

The Internal Revenue Bureau of- 
ficials will probably not urge Congress 
to repeal the proviso to Section 20 ab- 
solutely but will suggest that it be so 
modified as to place the uncompound- 
ed drug or chemical on practically the 
same basis as other medicinal prepara- 
tions which are taxed because of their 
proprietary character, because they 
are patented or trademarked, or be- 
cause of the manner in which they are 
advertised. 
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The Scottish Mineral Oil Trade. 


This being the “off” season in the 
Scottish mineral oil trade there is prac- 
tically nothing doing, although it is to 
be noted that the value of petroleum 
in the British markets is keeping re- 
markably steady, and the Scotch 
makers are aiming at a halfpenny per 
gallon of an advance. This would 
make the price 64d. and 6%d. per gal- 
lon, usual terms and conditions at the 
basis ports. As regards lubricating 
oils, the recent advance of 5s. per ton 
in American pale oils has somewhat 
helped the position. The values are 
ranging from £5 5s. to £6 10s. per ton, 
according to gravity and quality. De- 
liveries of gas oils against contracts 
are now large, but it is understood that 
some further contracts have been 
placed at something like 3%d. to 314d. 
per gallon for season’s delivery, which 
is a slight advance on previous values. 
All grades of paraffin wax are in good 
request, but candle-makers are doing 
almost nothing in the way of deliveries, 
the bulk of the make going into stock. 
Naphtha is very strong both for prompt 
and forward delivery, business having 
been done at the phenomenal price of 
104d. per gallon for future delivery, 
while for prompt delivery the value is 
942d. to 10d. per gallon, according to 
grade and quality. Sulphate of am- 
monia has been somewhat quiet dur- 
ing the month, orders having been 
booked at £12 7s. 6d. to £ 12 10s, per 
ton for prompt delivery. For August 
and September delivery contracts have 
been fixed at £12 10s. per ton.—Oil 
Trade Review.

During the past week there has been 
an improved demand for alkali, caustic 
and salt cake for delivery over 1900, and 
several large contracts have been pro- 
cured. The indications are that the last 
half of the year will show a decided in- 
crease in the volume of business done, 
as compared for the first half, which 
was considered an unusually large 
trade. Late reports from Sydney states 
that the Federation movement in Aus- 
tralia predicts an early recourse by the 
federated colonies to a system of pro- 
tective tariff duties that will have a 
considerable effect upon American 
manufacturers, inasmuch as it may be 
accompanied by preferential treatment 
for English products. This may pos- 
sibly interfere with future exports of 
chemicals from the United States. 
Brimstone is a shade firmer and the 
same may be said of nitrate of soda, 
both for prompt and forward delivery. 
Chlorate of potash is a shade easier for 
forward delivery. The other potashes 
are all firmer, though no material ad- 
vance has occurred. Arsenic and blue 
vitriol are both tending upward, and a 
fair movement is reported for forward 
delivery. The other light chemicals 
show few changes as detailed below. 
In their letter, Messrs. J. P. Brunner & 
Co. of Liverpool, say: 

“Trade in heavy chemicals is rather 
brisk at present, and buyers are find- 
ing an increased difficulty in placing 
prompt business. Soda ash continues 
in request and very firm at varying 
prices, according to market. The maxi- 
mum range for tierces is about as fol- 
lows: Leblanc ash, 48%, £4 to £4 
10s. per ton; 58%, £4 10s. to £4 15s. per 
ton, net cash. Ammonia ash, 48%, £4 to 
£4 5s. per ton; 58%, £4 5s. to £4 10s. per 
ton, net cash. Soda crystals are brisk, 
is usual at this season of the year, and 
firm at £2 17s. 6d. per ton, for 
barrels, except for a few favored quar- 
ters, which are on a_ special footing.
